Secret Recording Appa- 


ratus to Register Loca- 
tion of Advancing Foe 
LONDON, May 9 —Marvelous'y 


complicated plans have been pre- 
pared by the British Air Mmstry 
for the defence of London against 
attack from the air. 


Guns, searchlg-ihts. aerial 
ob- 


= tructioixs, aeroplanes will all co- 
operate against the attacker. But 
tne actual "control," the "brain" 
of the defence, will all center in 
one tiny room just outside Lon- 
don 
Here will come warning of 


the approach of the invader, elec- 
trically lighted maps will show his 
exact whereabouts, and from here 
•will be wirelessed the word for 
the massed attack upon him 


It is now a .settled policy of the 


British Air Ministry that ground 
defences hv themselves are useless 
agams,, the attacking aeroplane or 
airship 
But it is still held that 


these defences, when scientifically 
directed ran be of the utmost serv- 
ice to the aeroplanes which are 
defending by the method of at- 
tacking first. 


Consequently Britain's plan of 


air defense is divided into two sec- 
tions, different in kiid, but func- 
tioning as a unit. 
The basic idea 


i£ that the ground forces take pos- 
se^sion of the air from ground 
level up to 
about 
15,000 
feet. 


Thence, to a height of about six 
miles, the aeroplane takes charge. 


Range Increased. 


Tne lower level will be under 


the control of the ground force, 
commanded by General Ashmore 
This lower space will be so bar- 
raged, netted, "mined" and ob- 
structed by secret devices that it 
will be a practical impossibility 
for arr enejny aeroplane to 
break 


through. 
And these obstructions 


will be placed at a height regard- 
ed as phjsically impossible during 
the late war. 


As regards the ground batteries, 


•they will throw shells not only far 
higher than was hitherto deemed 
possible, but also missiles of far 
greater weight 
Their rate of dis- 


charge, and 
the 
facility 
with 


which the gunner can handle and 
range them, will also give them 
an immense superiontv over those 
used against the German invaders. 


One new anti-airciaft gun pos- 


sessed by the British will fire a 
high-e\plosiv e shell of more than 
fifty pounds to a height of just 
over 30,000 feet 
Another 
gun 


will maintain a barrage up to a 
height of three m i ' f s above the 
city at the rate of 100 shells a 
minute. 


But the newest feature of Lon- 


don's defence will take the form 
of 
sound-detecting 
instruments 


for locating invaders at great dis- 
tances. These machines will print 
automatically, 
on 
a recording 


strip, as visible warning of the 
sound waves emitted by an enemy 
machine miles away. 
The con- 


struction of thes einstruments Is 
one of the moet jealously guarded 
secrets of the British government. 


Electrical Map. 


Connected, electrically, with the 


i strip will be a huge, specially de- 


signed map of the London de- 
fences, covered by numerous tiny 
electric lights. 
When the sound- 


detecting machine locates enemy 
raiders the electric 
bulbs 
will 


simultaneously show the particu- 
lar area through which the attack- 
ers are 
proceeding. Thas the 


enemy will himself give the clue 
to his whereabouts. 


As to the upper air, a 
great 


girdle of the most modern 
and 


perfectly 
equipped 
aerodromes 


will encircle London. 
To each of 


these will be attached squadrons 
of the latest type 
of steel-built 


fighting aeroplanes, 
all 
heavilv 


armed. Some of them can ascend 
20,000 feet within eight minutes 
of leaving the ground.

The fact that Dr. Butler says that he has re- 


ceived 10,000 letters of commendation of his speech 
argues nothing. 
There are thrice that many booze 


f)ghters in every great city who hail his utterance be- 


• cause they know it would lead to the utter breaking 
down of prohibition enforcement. The wonder i? 
that he did not receive a million, for there are more 
than that many who would hail the return of the open 
saloon, and it is not often they have so distinguished 
an advocate of their cause. But it is a shame that 
young men should be under the tutelage of men who 
hold such views. 


It is such utterances as that of Dr. Butler which 


make it difficult to enforce the law. 


If this were the only law which was flagrantly 


violated there might be some semblance of reason for 
his stand; but the law against robbery, burglary, 
adultery and murder are equally violated, yet who ad- 
vocates their repeal. 


If men in high positions and heads of colleges 


should brazenly advocate the repeal of the laws against 
robbery and murder because they are constantly vio- 
lated, and should declare they could not be enforced. 
the footpads and sneak thieves and highway men. 
\vhich nightly infest the streets of every great city, 
would swarm forth like bees from a hive to prey up- 
on mankind. They would be emboldened to defy the 
authorities and spread havoc throughout the cities. 


It is no argument for the repeal of a law that it 


is not fully enforced. It has been thousands of years 
since the Ten Commandments were brought down the 
mountain side and every one of them has been vio- 
lated a thousand times every day since then, yet we 
hear no one advocating their abrogation. 


The sole question is—''Is it right to prohibit the 


manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors;?" not 
-—"Can it be fully enforced?" If a law is right it 
should stand, though half the people break it. If it 
is wrong, it should be repealed, though all men obey 
it. 
Once let it become the policy that all laws which 


cannot be fully enforced must be repealed, then every 
law which prohibits the most flagrant crimes must be 
erased from the statute books. 


It is fortunate that there arc few educators of the 


youth wyho take such a stand on this question. The 
Eighteenth Amendment is in the Constitution to stay. 
It will never be repealed. 
If men in high places 


continue to give encouragement to law breakers, it 
•will be a long time before it will be enforced; but just 
as soon as public offices are filled by men who believe 
in prohibition, not for political purposes, but from 
principle, the law will be enforced as fully as the laws 
against murder, and robbery, and nothing more than 
this can be expected.
